General Motors Is 
First To Cut P r i c e , 
Pay A s Scale Dips

WASHINGTON, Feb- 25—(AP)—General Motors Corporation today 
cut prices and wages as the cost of living index dropped for the fourth 
straight month. 
The price cuts ranged from $10 to $40 on all QM passenger automo­ 
biles and Chevrolet trucks 
The wages, tied to the cost of living Index, were reduced two cents an 
hour for 273,000 production workers. The firm ’s 68,000 salaried employes 
took a flat $10 cut in quarterly living allowances. 
GM, the nation's 
biggest 
a u to » 
- 
maker, attributed the price cuts 
partly to the pay reductions and 
partly to lower co6ts of certain m a­ 
terials. 
The 
wage 
reduction 
was 
es­ 
timated to save $9,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 annually in the production 
workers* payroll. 
These savings, GM said, are be­ 
ing passed along immediately to 
the consumer. 
It was GM's first 
price cut since the war. 
The 
individual 
reductions 
on 
Chevrolet, 
Pontiac, 
Oldsmobile, 
Buick and Cadillac will be 
an­ 
nounced later. The company also 
indicated that price cuts will 
be 
made later by the GMC truck and 
coach division. 
First Cut 
It also was the first wage slash 
for GM workers under the corpora­ 
tion's unusual two year contract 
with the CIO United Auto workers. 
The wages are p gged to the ups 
and downs of the government’s ccst 
of living index. The contract still 
has more than a year to run. 
In advance of GM’s announce­ 
ment, the auto union called for an 
immediate cut in prices. It said the 
index drop is “an indication that 
prices are on the way down."

from Dec. 15 to Jan. 15 the retail 
prices of goods and services pur­ 
chased 
by moderate-income city 
families declined .3 per cent. 
The latest index (Jan. 15) was 
still 1.2 per cent higher than a year 
ago, 28.2 per cent over June 1946— 
when major price controls were 
abandoned — and 
73.3 per 
cent 
above the August 1939 level. 
The 
index has now dropped 
2.1 per 
cent below the record, which was 
In August and Feptember of 1948. 
The December-January 
reduction 
was attributed more to lower prices 
for apparel and house furnishings 
rather than lower food prices. How­ 
ever, drops were recorded on meats, 
eggs, fats and oils, and dairy prod­ 
ucts.

TRIAL OF 15 
CHURCHMEN 
OPENS TODAY 


Guilty Pleas Are Expected 
Alter Government Tale 
Of Confessions 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Feb. 25—(AP)-~ 
The trial of 15 Protestant church­ 
men opened today with a plea of 
guilty by Nikola Naumov, a Bap­ 
tist minister, to crimes against the 
Bulgarian state. 
The 15 clergymen are accused of 
treason, espionage and black market 
money dealing. 
Naumov is one of the four prin­ 
cipal defendants and a member of 
the Supreme Council of the United 
Evangelical churches. Even before 
the trial started the government 
said all had made confessions, 
i Naumov was the first defendant 
to take the witness stand. 
Speaking in a loud, firm voice, he 
told the court “I am guilty,’’ and 
expressed regret for his activities. 
Naumov said he had worked for 
American espionage agents and had 
delivered military and other in­ 
formation to Cyril Black, then sec­ 
retary of the U. S. political mission 
He said Black was "the center of 
American 
F^tionage 
activities 
in 
Bulgaria after 1944“ 
(Black Is a professor a t Prince­ 
ton university. He previously has 
declared the charges were “fantas­ 
tic .”) 
Before he took the stand, presid­ 
ing Judge Undjiev told the defend­ 
ant he was accused of the most ser­ 
ious crimes in the history of the 
country and th at he was convinced 
the defendant would tell the truth. 
The judge said if the court “Is 
impressed by your sincerity, this 
will be taken into consideration in 
the passing of sentence.” 
One American and two British

The American observer was Mrs. 
Mary Johnston, press and cultural 
attache.

THORP LAYS 
U S PROGRAM 
BEFORE U. N. 


Tells 
Economic 
Council 
Just What "Bold, New 
Plan" Means to U. S.

LAKE SUCCESS, Feb. 25— (AP) 
—The United States laid before the 
United nations the broad outlines 
of President Truman's ‘bold “new 
new program” for a long-range bet­ 
terment of underprivileged nreas the 
world over. 
The first major policy statement 
here on the fourth point in Tru­ 
man’s inaugural address was given 
to the 18-natlon economic and social 
council by Assistant Secretary of 
State Willard L. Thorp.

Americans are land hungry. 
Every time the government opens 
new lands to settlement tm?ny more 
people attempt to get them than 
there are farms available. 
At the same time the number of 
farms in th? United States is de­ 
creasing. 
Mere land is in culti­ 
vation, but the farms are larger. 
And little lard is left for expansion. 
This raises the question of how 
much the government should spend 
creating new farms through irri­ 
gation, drainage aird other projects. 
That question is argued 
every 
year in congress because the inter­ 
ior department’s reclamation bureau 
and the army engineers have plans 
for gigantic new dams. These pro­ 
jects cover every river basin in the 
U.8. and wculd open thousands of 
new, acres 
to 
settlement. 
They 
would post billions of dollars. 
Mostly in West 
The reclamation bureau’s projects 
mostly are in the western states. 
This is because farms in eastern 
states get plenty of wafer from 
rain. The west has fertile land tu t 
a 
dry 
climate. 
It doesn’t 
rain 
enough to produce crops, other than 
dry land crops.

Since 1902, when the first recla­ 
mation dam was started, the bu­ 
reau has spent more than $1,000,- 
000,000 reclaiming lands. Today re 
ciamation waters irrigate about 90,- 
000 farms, either In whole or in 
part. 
These farms contain about 
5.000.000 acres. 
The value of all crops raised on 
these lands is estimated at $4,000,- 
000.000 for the 46 growing seasons 
the reclamation bureau has oper­ 
ated.

The dams have the capacity it 
produce about 2.500,000 kilowatts at 
power. 
About $23,000,000 worth ol 
power we* sold in 1947 from re­ 
clamation projects. 
The bureau estimates more than

states—are served either by govern­ 
ment reclamation or power pro­ 
jects, on farms and in citi?s.

more than ohe half of the whole 
United States. 
The streams in this region carry 
away about 400.000.000 acre feet of 
water a year. <An acre foot is suf­ 
ficient water to cover one acre one 
foot deep.) 
One fifth in Use 
The bureau estimates only one- 
fifth of this runoff is being used at 
present. But It adds that not more 
than one third of all the water 
ever can be used because it just 
isn't in the right place. It would be 
too expensive to carry it to the right 
land 
This means that only about 37,- 
960.000 acres of western land can 
be Irrigated. 
About 21,120.000 al­ 
ready are under irrigation.

HOUSTON, Tex ., Feb. 25—(INS> 
—Every body in Tex as is either a 
millionaire or a character, H. Roy 
Cullen, Houston’s oil multimillion­ 
aire and proudest 
possession, 
is 
both. 
It is not accurate to call Cullen 
a mere multimillionaire. 
He is a 
real, 
genuine 
semi-biliionaire, 
a 
mighty rare species even in Tex as. 
Old friends and acquaintances es­ 
timate, 
“conservaUvely 
speaking,’’ 
that Cullen has a half billion ddllar 
fortune In oil properties, despite the 
“conservatively estimated” $200,000,- 
000 he has given to Houston and 
Tex as over the y ears. 
Tex as folk have a beguiling habit 
of sticking close to Tex as, and 
Cullen already was a legend in 
these parts when he first hit the 
front pages of the nation less than 
two y ears ago. 
In March, 1947 , millions of Amer­ 
icans heard of Cullen for the first 
time when he announced the for­ 
mation of a charitable foundation 
to 
which 
he 
had 
Just 
given 
$160,000,000. 
Curious citizens who rushed 
to 


“Who’s Who” to see who this Cullen 
might be could find no clue. 
He 
was not then listed in “Who's Who, ’ 
nor does the 1948 edition carry so 
much as his name. 
The story behind this huge gift 
is one of the most curious and 
amusing on record. A few day s be­ 
fore the $160,000,000 gift was an­ 
nounced. Cullen made a brief state­ 
ment say ing he was setting up an 
$80,000,000 Cullen foundation 
for 
charitable, educational and research 
purposes. 
The Houston Chronicle sent a re­ 
porter to ask Cullen to ex pand on 
the purpose of the foundation. 
This reporter accidentally turned 
out to be one of humanity 's great 
benefactors. In talking with Cullen, 
he understood the great oil barren 
to say that he had really anted up 
160 millions, or Just twice the or­ 
iginal sum. 
Well. 160 millions ex cite 
even 
Houston. The story made the front 
pages. 
And the Houston Chamber 
of Commerce appointed a commit­ 
tee to call upon Cullen and thank 
him for his rich gift to the com­ 
munity . 
Naturally , the committee 


thanked him for 180 millions 
Later when M. E Walter, the ed­ 
itor of the Houston Chronicle, ask­ 
ed his old friend CuUen which sum 
he had really meant to give, 80 or 
160 millions, Cullen’s only 
reply 
was: 
"Shucks, 
I couldn’t 
embarrass 
any body .” 
Although he is a semi-biliionaire 
today . Cullen could scarcely scrape 
together the money to pay for a 
two-by -four office in Houston 25 
y ears ago. His is the classic Tex as 
story of a 
rags-to-riches-to-dia- 
monds cum laude. 
Born in San Antonio, Tex as. 60 
cdd y ears ago, Cullen went to work 
as a shoe-string cotton broker when 
he was 17. 
He made and lost a 
fortune in cotton before he came to 
Houston and eventually struck in 
croesus-rich in oil. 
Rumo r Ram pant 
Houston is now throbbing with 
the rumor, unverified, that he has 
just struck the richest oil And of 
his life—one that will pour even 
more multimillions into his bulging 
poke. 
One of the richest men in the 
world and one of the richest of 
Tex as' independent oil 
operators. 
Cullen is a pioneer in new oil field 
methods. 
He is an ex pert in . geo­ 
phy sics and has spent a fortune to 
develop its use in oil fields. 
Cullen is one of Tex as' true phe­ 


nomenons. Every body discusses him. 
and every where men are agreed on j 
two Cullen characteristics: 
(!> His word is his bond. 
(2) Ho has a heart of pure gold 
and a whim of steel. There are oc­ 
casions when he gives away a mil­ 
lion dollars a day to a series of de- ;
